| Man Shot Dead on Downtown 


Street Last Night, Follow- 
ing Recent Murders 
of Detectives. 


POLICE DRAG ENTIRECITY 


Shippy Pushes the Crusade and 
Scores of Ex-Convicts and 
Saloon Habitues Are 
“Rounded Up.” 


Following the murders of two policemen by 
west side thugs last week, a man was found 
dead at West Polk and Deaplaines streets last 
night. He was killed by a holdup man, it is 
thought. 

Antonio Barbutte, the victim, was shot 
through the heart and the body, with a re- 
volver clutched in one hand, was found a few 
moments after a policeman had been at- 
tracted by a shot. 

An investigation proved he had been mur- 
dered, although it was anspected at first that 
he had committed sufcide, as only one shot 
had been heard. The revolver he held in his 
hand, however, was found to be fully loaded. 


Killed by Holdup Man. 

It is believed Barbutto met a holdup man 
and was shot when he attempted to draw a 
gun, instead of complying with a demand 
that he hold up his arms. 

The shooting occurred at 9o’elock. Police- 
man Patrick McInerny was at Taylor and 
Desplaines streets when he heard a shot, and 
a moment later he noticed a crowd gathering 
at Polk street. 

-Hurrying to the corner he found Barbutto 
lying on the sidewalk dead. He noticed a 
revolver in hia hand, and without investi- 
gating further he notified Lieut. Barrow, 
saying that in his opinion the man had com- 
mitted suicide. 

Find Money in Pockets. 

The body afterward wae taken to Mar- 
anno“ undertaking rooms, 160 West Polk 
street, and it was found the revolver had not 
been discharged. An envelope bearing his 
name and $23 were found in the pockets of his 
clothing. The police afterward learned that 
he: lived in an Italian settlement near Twen- 
ty-third and Clark Streets and thet he had 
been employed ae a an laborer ay a rail- 
road company. 

Persons living in the . told 
the police they had seen a man run south 
in Desplaines street a moment after the shot 
wes heard, but the police could find no one 
who could identify the fugitive. Several sus- 
pects were placed under arrest. 

“ Considering the way that robbers and 
vicious street prowlers have been shooting 
down in the last week,” said Lieut. 
that Bar- : 


holdups do not orten happen in that éistrict. 


We shall arrest all the suspicious looking 


characters we find in the streets and we may 
be able to fasten the crime on a known 
robber.“ 

Police Push Crusade. 

The police are putting to rout the army of 
suspicious characters now infesting Chicago. 
The crusade initiated by Chief Shippy now is 
on m earnest. 

Determined to clean up the city’s tough 
districts, patrolmen and detectives have ar- 
rested over 100 men since Saturday night. Ex- 
convicts, poolroom and Saloon habitués, and 
all persons unable to give an account of their 
movements have been caught in the dragnet. 

Not ome colored man wae arrested in the 
Central district. Many were questioned, but 
none was found armed. The recent hanging 
of Richard Walton for the murder of Mrs. 
Linian Grant accounts for the recent de- 
crease of crime committed by negroes, it {s 
aid. 

Lieut. Halpin of Central station said de- 
tectives would continue to arrest suspicious - 
characters in all parts of the city. 

Make Big Haul. 

The largest haul was made by the police- 
men and detectives of Central station, and 
during the day over thirty men were put 
through the third degree to learn whether 
they knew anything of the numerous rob- 
beries, street holdups, and saloon Stick- 
ups which are almost daily occurrenees in 
the Desplaines and Warren avenue precincts. 

Ten men were taken in at Desplaines street 
station for examination and nearly every 
man is now known to the police as the pos- 
sessor of a police record. Harrison street 
gathered in an unusually large quota of sus- 
pects and “pickups,” but the ultimatum of 
the police department concerning the dispo- 
sition of men whom the police discovered in 
possession of firearms evidently had a salu- 
tary effect, for upon all the prisoners caught 
in the dragnet not a single firearm was 
found. Inspectors and sergeants declared, 
however, that many of the men were sup- 
plied with slung shots, billes, and brass 
knuckles. 


85 Talks of Slain Policemen. 

In a prelude to his evening sermon in the 
First Congregational church the Rev. W. A. 
Bartlett declared the disregard of violations 
of the laws to be responsible for the murder 
of two policemen by thugs last week. 

“These shocking murders, this wicked 
waste of good strong men, he said, are in 
my judgment the result of this reign of law- 
leseness and this criminal clamor which go 
up in the name of Hberty for license, riot, 
unrestrained sin. These easy going aposties 
of the doctrine of let-every-one-do-as-he- 
pledses little realize that ‘ Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.’ ”’ 


SON OF BANKER AT PALATINE

at Famous Cafe on Strand—Bride Is

Send Check for $4,500 to Constable 
and Nobleman Is Freed.“

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 5.—[Special.]—After 
several years’ concealment there came out 
today the fact that the earl of Yarmouth, 
from whom Lady Alice, countess of Yar- 
mouth, formerly Alice Thaw, is now asking 
divorce, was placed under arrest here a short 
half hour before the time set for the wedding 
on April 27, 1908. The body of the earl was 
seized under the old English debtors’ law 
yet in vogue in Pennsylvania, and he was 
kept prisoner hetween two constables in a 
fashionable hotel for two and one-half hours 
while the wedding guests waited at the 
church and an English barrister raced about 
trying to raise the $4,500 which the earl had 
to pay before he would be allowed to get 
away from the constables and to proceed 
with the wedding. 

The constables, with their patience worn 
out, were about starting for the Pittsburg 
jail with the prisoner when a messenger ar- 
rived with a check from one of the Thaw 
family for the needed $4,500. The constables 
accepted this and released the earl. 

It was Magistrate James V. McMasters of 
Pittsburg who issued the process against the 
earl of Yarmouth, and it was the dity of his 
constable, W. J. Morris, to hold up the Thaw- 
Yarmouth wedding by kidnaping the illus- 
trious groom until he “should settle the 
$4,500 debt, which he owed to a certain per- 
gon in London, but who had cunningly trans- 
ferred the account to a firm of Pittsburg at- 
torneys. 

Story of the Capture 


Under the law none but the high constable 
himself could seize the body of a debtor, and 
there was a hard race to the hotel by Morris, 
who received the warrant late. Yarmouth 
had just completed his deal with the Thaws, 
whereby he is said to have received $1,000,000 
in convertible bonds, but no ready cash, to 
carry out the program and marry Alice 
Thaw. He was in his apartments being 
dressed for the wedding, and he refused to 
admit Morris, who waited in the lobby ofthe 
hotel. 

Soon Yarmouth, in his glad wedding gar- 
ments, came out of the elevator with the 
English barrister. Morris, who was being 
assisted by Constable W. J. Barry, made a 
dash for the pair. 

** You are the earl of Yarmouth, I believe,” 
said Morris. Yarmouth glared at Morris 
haughtily, who returned the glare. Be- 
cause I’ve got an attachment for your body. 
It's a case of debt, a little matter of $4,500, 
which I must collect here and now, or to jail 
you go, concluded Morris. 


Constable Tells of Case. 

“Yarmouth still didn’t think it serious,“ 
said Constable Morris today, * but his et 
torney, who evidently knew all about it, did 
and told him to quit swearing. They had a 
little confab and then Barry and myself took 
charge of the earl while the barrister and 
some messengers started out to raige the 
money. We had a bad two hours with the 
earl while the guests were waiting at the 
church, but at the end of that time back came 
the attorney with a check written by one of 
the Thaw family. It may have been Mrs. 
William Thaw, I cannot remember now, but 
it was a Thaw check and the earl was re- 
leased and allowed to continue to the wed- 
ding.“ 

Mrs. William Thaw, the mother of the 
countess of Yarmouth, who is sick, today 
sent a statement from her sick room regard- 
ing the condition of finances betwen her 
daughter and her titled husband. She asserts 


that Yarmouth can lay claim to nothing 


and that he can recelve nothing save what 
his wife gives him voluntarily, 


SHOOTS HIS SISTER'S INSULTER 


Joseph Tilser Mortally Wounds 
Barney Fredericks in Fight. 
SELF-DEFENSE IS CLAIMED.

Witnesses Say Victim Tried to Hug 
Girl Against Her Wishes. 


An offensive remark to a 16 year old girl 
led to the probably fatal shooting of her in- 
sulter by her brother last night. 

Barney Fredericks, 28 years old, a printer 
living at 604 Welle street, was shot im the 
stomach and is dying at the Augustana hos- 
pital, 


street, who fired the shot in defense of his 
sister, Rose, a pupil in the North Division 
High school, is under arreat in the Hudson 
avenue station. 

Young Tilser, who up to a few weeks ago 
was acierk in a State street store, acknow!l- 
edged to Sergeant Weber that he fired the 
Shot. He said Fredericks and a companion, 
alleged to be Andrew Nolan, attempted to 
hug his sister and attacked him when he re- 
sented the remarks they made to her. He 
was corroborated by his sister, and by John 
W. Youngsberg, owner of the building at 170 
Larrabee street, who witnessed the ingult 
and attack on Tilser. 

. Insult Denied by Fredericks. 

At the hospital the physicians said Freder- 
icks’ chances of recovery were small. The 
bullet plowed downward and punctured the 
intestines. Before he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness Fredericks made a statement to 
the police in which he said he had not in- 
sulted the girl and had proffered his hand 
to her brother, whom he knew intimately, 
but the latter ran into his home and, secur- 
ing the revolver, shot him. 

The shooting occurred just in front of Til- 
ser’s residence, at Elm and Larrabee streets. 
Miss Tilser said she and her brother had 
just left their house to go to a dance at the 
West Chicago clubhouse when Fredericks 
and Nolan accosted her. 

Hello, Rosie, dear!“ Fredericks is alleged 
to have said, at the same time catching 


broke away and ran. 

Here, let my sister alone,“ her brother 
remarked to Fredericks and his companion, 
whereupon, it is alleged, both attacked him, 
Fredericks knocking him down. The young 
man jumped to nis feet and, running into 
his house, secured his father’s revolver. 

I you fellows don’t let my sister and me 
alone, El shoot,” he said, as he showed the 
revolver. 

Witness Tells of Shooting. 

Just then Youngsberg, who was returning 
home from a nearby drug store, appeared 
and sought to drive Fredericks and Nolan 
away. He said they both attacked him, 
after which Fredericks struck young Telser 
again. Then Telser fired a shot. Fredericks 
fell to the sidewalk mortally wounded, but 
quickly regained his feet and started for a 
drug store. 

The police of the Hudson avenue station 
meanwhile had been notified by excited 
neighbors, and Sergeant Weber and Police- 
men Emil Gels and Charles Lobell hastened 
to the scene. The wounded man was taken 
to the hospital and his assailant to the police 
station. 

The girl, her father, and Youngsberg fol- 
lowed to the station, where Miss Telser, al- 


sudden tragedy which she was forced to 
witness, told her story of the affray. 

When told that her brother would have 
to remain in the police station over night, the 
young woman, with tears In her eyes, pleaded 
with Sergeant Murphy for his release. When 
this was denied, she asked permission to 
remain with him in the prison.

Young Giroux Now Reported in Seri- 
ous State from Injuries.

Official investigation of the management 

of the Illinois Institution for Feeble Minded 
Children at Lincoln, III., will be asked as the 
result of burns sustained by Frank Robert 
Giroux, an imbecile, 
The boy's father, Ben M. Glows, businese 
manager of the Criterion theater, residing at 
1858 Perry street, accuses Dr. H G. Hardt, 
‘superintendent, of the institution, of gross 
negligence. He said yesterday that he would 
take action to force an investigation. 

Dr. Frank W. Lambden, president of the 
medical staff of the German hospital, ex- 
amined the boy yesterday and afterwards 
expressed severe censure for the treatment 
he previously had received. 

Mra Giroux; mother of the boy, says there 
ip ineufficient help at the institution and that 
discipline is lacking. 


' Suspect Fall Upon Radiator. 

The boy, who is 17 years old, is supposed to 
have fallen upon a radiator on the night of 
Dec. 23 and to have lain there upon his face 
for some time before he was rescued. The 
fiesh on the left side of his face, covering a 
space five by seven inches, is literally cooked 
through to the bone. The ear may have to 
be amputated, and it will require skin graft- 
ing and a six months’ treatment, Dr. Lamb- 
den gaid, to heal the wound. The boy cannot 
tell how !t happened. 

It is a burn of the third degree, and that 
means to the bone,“ said the physician. “ It 
involves from the upper border of the ear to 
the median line of the neck and spreads over 
the cheek to near the angle of the mouth. 
Then there are two separate burns on the side 
of the head and a wound over the right eye 
that was made several days later. I find the 
boy full of morphine and other druge that 
stupefy him.“ 


Statement by Boy’s Father. 

Wo took the boy thereon Dec. 4. He was 
not a charity patient, because I bought all 
his clothes and I gave a $300 bond insuring 
his keep, said Mr. Giroux. ‘ When I arrived 
there on the morning before Christmas with 
some candy and toys for my boy and other 
Üttle helplese ones, Dr. Hardt asked me if I 
didn’t receive the telegram and letter he 
sent me. We received nothing. I didn’t be- 
lieve either a telegram or letter was ever 
sent. I wired for my wife and she remained 
with the boy for a week and could get no 
satisfaction as to how the accident oceurred.“ 

1 do not like this notoriety,“ said Mrs. 
Giroux, but the thing must be made pub- 
lic. The cut over the boys eye was sustained 
in some manner not explained on the night 
of Dec. 30, while I was at the Hotel. I saw 
auother boy there who had his eye bad 
burned some time previous and a boy who 
bad both feet burned. The nurse told me 
they tried to get this last boy in shape to 
be taken home for the holidays.”

The Chicago rent strike in the ghetto dis- 


trict is on, and unless the landlords reduce 
the present high rents within the next week 
several hundred heads of families agreed 
yesterday at a meeting in Working- 


men's hall, Waller and Twelfth 3 to

The meeting was held for the. purpose of 
organizing the tenants of the ghetto district 
to adopt the plan now being followed in New 
York to obtain a reduption of rent, especially 
in the tenement houses. The meeting was 
termed a ‘radical crisis conference.” 
Speeches were made in the German and ¥id- 
dish tongues and a permanent organ n 
was starte. „ 
The first instanee of the rent strike came 
with the announcement that nineteen tenants 
in the/Maisel building, 342 Weet Fourteenth 
street, issued a notice to the landlord several 
days ago that they would refuse to pay the 
rent unless a reduction ef $2 a month was 
granted. The ahnouncement was received 
by the audience with applause and cheers. 


Preparing for General Strike. 


The second strike will be called this week 
in a large tenement building in Halsted 
street and other strikes will follow rapid- 
ly, according to the threats of the “ bund,” 
unless the demand for a $2 a month univer- 
sal cut in rent is granted.

Actual eviction cannot take place until an 
additional five days after the court trial, and 
then the bailiff must carry all ti tenant's 
furniture ‘and household goods into the street 
in a careful manner. gAfter the eviction 
the landlord cannot bring a suit for default- 
ed rent into court for twenty days, and dur- 
ing that time the tenant can schedule goods 
for exemption. . Household goods and fur- 
niture to the amount of $400 may be exempt- 
ed and most of the ghetto tenants own less 
than that amount altogether. The same 
process must be instituted against each ten- 
ant in the building. : 3 
Certain Less for Landlords. — 
Mr. Mazur declared that the process of evic- | 
tion stood to cost the landlord about $18 for 
loss of rent as well as emptying his build- 
ing, while the tenants stood to lose from 
$10 to 15 in court costs for the eviction proc- 
ess.

HEBREW CHARITIES PLAN HELP. 


Meeting in New York Synagogue Ap- 
points Committee to Solicit Con- 
tributions and New Members. 


New York, Jan. 5.— [Special. -A strenu- 
ous meeting which lasted most of this after- 
noon was held at Temple Dmanuel in re- 
sponse to a call sent out by the officers of the 
Jewish communal institutions to devise 
means.to help the United Hebrew charities 
out of its financial difficulties. 

After several hours’ discussion it was 
voted to appoint a committee of 250 to solicit 
money to aid the United Hebrew charities 
and to add néw members to the society. the 
fee for the latter being from $10 to $25 an- 
nually.

A committee from the church, con- 
sisting of B. T. Van Alen, Charles H. Bolster, 
and Henry Sayre Osborne, will wait upon the 
presbytery. 

It was reported that Andrew Stevenson, 
who was associated with Dr. Torrey in his 
revivals, desired a series of strong revival 
meetings in the church, to which Pastor 
Young objected, but this was denied by Pas- 
tor Young, Mr. Stevenson, and Mr. Osborne, 
the senior elder. 

Phere has been no revival dispute be- 
tween Mr. Stevenson and Dr. Young,” said 
Mr. Osborne last night.

The 
justices invariably refuse to do it unless a 
constitutional question is involved, and there 
is none here that has yet developed. 


Mamer Replies to Oole. 

Supreme Court Clerk Mamer, who was in 
Chicago yesterday, replied to. the letter of 
George E. Cole of the Citizens’ association 
charging him with holding back the mandate 
in the Cooke case to oblige his old friend. 

„I had supposed the mandate left Spring- 
fiel@ yesterday, he said. It probably is in 
the mail which State’s Attorney Healy will 
receive in the morning. If it is not I will see 
that it is mailed as soon as I get to Spring- 
field tomérrow morning. I left orders before 
I left Friday it should be sent out yesterday. 

“ It strikes me Mr. Cole gets unduly excited 
about small matters. He is drawing compar- 
isons with the McReynolds case. In that 
case both State’s Attorney Healy and Mr. 
Fyffe, the attorney for McReynolds, asked 
for the mandate so Mr. Fyffe could make an 
immediate application for a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Landis. Accordingly it 
was furnished at once. In the Cooke case 
there was no demand from anybody for 


prompt action, so it took the regular course 
of business.” 


Supersedeas Writ Is Refused. 

The fact that Cooke had applied to Chief 
Justice Hand for a supersedeas and been re- 
fused only became known yesterday. The 
chief justice gave out the information him- 
elf in speaking of the letter written to him 
by the Citizens’ association asking the court 
to discipline its clerk for holding back the 
mandate so long, while the one in the Mc- 
Reynolds case, decided the same day as the 
Cooke one, had been sent to Chicago prompt- 
ly, and McReynolds is now in the peniten- 
tiary. As to the letter, Chief Justice Hand 
gaid he did not care to make any statement. 
He had not received it yet, to start with, and 
aid not see how he could well discuss it after 
he gets it. 

“The chief justice,” said the state’s attor- 
ney, “‘is the only member of the Supreme 
court who can issue a supersedeas in this 
dase. When Justice Hand refused that ended 


the matter so far as the state courts go. 


Cooke's only hope now is to get a super- 
sedeas from Justice of the federal Su- 
preme court.

HE REFUSES TO DISCUSS IT. 


“Three Weeks” Delayed in Publica- 
tion by His Protests.

LoN DON, Jan. 5.—Mrs. Elinor Glyn’s hus- 
band curtly refused to talk about the trouble 
in New York and Boston over his wife's 
book when a newspaper correspondent called 
at his residence, Sheering hall, near Har- 
low, in Essex. He sent the words: ‘I never 
see interviewers or make statements for 
newspapers.” 

Clayton Glyn is a retiring man who feels 
keenly the notoriety his wife’s advanced 
style of fiction brings upon her. So far from 
being associated with her in her ideas as to 
the mission of fiction, he is said to have 
prevented her publishing Three Weeks 
for several months. 

Mrs. Glyn's book was strongly objected to 
here, and the corfespondence originated in 
the Times protesting againet it and other sex 
problem stories was issued about the same 
time, but to avoid giving them advertise- 
ment their titles were never mentioned. 

The New York outcry has given a fresh 
start to the sale of Three Weeks over 
here, where it had begun to flag London 
newspapers publish dispatches about Mrs.

BERLIN SEES WAR MOVE 
IN FRENCH ARMY INCREASE. 


Germans May Appeal to The Hague 
Tribunal to Prevent Colored Troops 
Fighting European Battles. 


[BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 5.—Much comment has been 
aroused in 1 by the report that 
France is preparing to build up the numerical 
strength of its army so that, in case of a 
European war, she would be in a fair state 
of preparedness. The story is that France 
contemplates establishing at once a volun- 
teer corps of 7,000 African troops, which later 
will be greatly augmented. 

A north German paper which reflects views 
of the military party in this country ob- 
serves: j 

It the experiment is successful not only 
will the Algerians be compelled to fight under 
the tricolor, but the natives of Senegal and 
Morocco elso may have to fight for France. 

“There is no cause for alarm over this 
unique plan, but German military authorities 
would do well to watch its development. 
Perhaps an opportunity will be found in the 
next international peace congress to discuss 
the general questions of whether or not col- 
pred colonial troops should be permitted to 
participate in European wars.”’ 

The German-Morocco committee, an ag- 
gressive group of capitalists and merchants 
interested in expanding the German trade in 
Morocco, is urging the kaiser’s government 
to call another international conference to 
check French progress in Morocco, which 48 
described assuming the character of a 
stealthily formal annexation.

Mrs, Gish Said to Have Hated | 


Husband Because of Re- 
ligious Clashes. 


ISSAVED BY HER COURAGE | 


Serenity of Dead Minister's Wife 
Under Murder Charge Pre- 
vents Arrest. 


—— 


, {BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Pittsfield, III., Jan. 5.— [Special. I Out of 
the chaos of confi eting statements and ex- 
travagant rumors in the Rev. Gilbert Gish 
murder case, a working clew at last has been 
evolved. No matter how many different 


theories are offered, one fact stands out 


clearly—etrychnine was found in the Rev. 
Mr. Gish'’s stomach in sufficient quantities 
to point to a violent death, according to the 
statement of Dr. Haines of Chicago. 


The sleuths who are endeavoring to solve 


the mystery believe they have found the 


cause of the insane hate of which Mr. Gish 
had spoken repeatedly, and which rela- 
tives of the dead minister say they noticed 
years before his sudden death by poison. 

In this new discovery lies a weird tale of 
the effect of religious theories_ upon the 
mind of a woman who clings to her own 
views. It is a tale which would furnish 
a fruitful field for investigation by students 
of psychology. The Rev. Mr. Gish and his 
wife, according to their neighbors, differed 
widely upon the subject of religion. It was 
in discuseing religious matters that they 
had their first quarrel, and it is said that out 
of these ddfferences all their domestic trou- 
bles grew. 

Jealousy Not a Probable Motive. 

Reports that there was a woman in 
case are Without truth, Neither the minister 
nor his wife appear to have entertained any 
feelings of jealousy. The Rev. Mr. Gish 
was an ardent advocate of the school which 
accepts the bible literally. He was enthu- 
siastically wrapped up in his work. It was 
this literal belief in the bible that was the 
basis of his appeal to those who. attended the 
revival services in Chambersburg which 
were brought to an abrupt close by his death. 

Mrs. Gish, on the other hand, held oppo- 
site views. She believed, and was free in 
‘telling her husband so, that a liberal inter- 
pretation alone brought out the good that is 
in the bible. 

Tou are so narrow minded I detest you, 
Gilbert,”” Mrs. Gish is quoted as saying on 
one occasion when she quarreled with her 
husband on this subject. 

But the minister continued to wart with 
his wife. It was a source of continual spir- 
itual worry to him that he could not bring 
his own wife over to his way of thinking. 
These continued differences now are offered 
as the reason why Mrs. Gish so seldom went 
to church to hear her husband preach. Mrs. 
Gish was not present at the last services 
which he conducted but an hour before his 
death. 

Church Work Was Important. 

Chambersburg is a little hamlet not tauched 
by railroad, and even Pittsfield, which is 
looked upon as the county’s metropolis, is 

a branch railroad and not much larger. 
It is because of these conditions that the 
church and church work play such important 
parts in the lives of residents here. Seem- 
‘ingly trivial differences in opinion are looked 
upon by many of the religiously inclined 
here as sufficient cause for domestic trouble. 

All these facts have been summed up 
carefully by local amateur detectives as they 
discuss the one absorbing topic of the day 
while calling for their evening mail at the 
postoffice, The peculiar coolness of Mrs. 
Gish's actions in the face of charges which 
would have Caused the average woman to 
quail has convinced these investigators that 
they are not dealing with an ordinary woman. 


This cool, even frivolous, attitude has won’ 


ma@hy stanch admirere for the accused 
woman. 

This attitude also has saved Mrs. Gish 
from arrest. State’s Attorney Bradburn ad- 
mits this to be true. 


May Not Be Arrested. * 
It is a waiting game. If Mrs. Gish con- 


tinues on the same even course it is prob- 


able that nobody will interfere with her de- 
parture from Chambersburg next Saturday. 
It also is probable in this event that the mys- 
tery that was buried with the Rey. Gish al- 
ways will remain a mystery. 

A dramatic scene was portrayed in the 
little Christian church at C mbersburg oye 
morning, when in silent prayer at 1 a 
score of worshippers asked blessings for the 
accused woman. This did not become known 
until after the services, Several women ad- 
mitted that the topic uppermost in their 
minds had been the subject of their prayers.

To Get Rid of Beetles. 

A kind of black beetle gets into old houses 
from time to time. To get rid of them mix up 
some sugar and plaster of paris and place 
it in little heaps about the floor and shelves— 
wherever the insects congregate. In a little 
while they disappear. This also is an excel- 
lent. way to get rid of cockroaches and other 
bugs. Tarred paper is another remedy for 
bugs of all kinds, since they object to the 
odor. If one does not object to sticky fly 
paper it will be found excellent for ants and 
fleas and other small insects besides flies. 
Sprinkle a little sugar over the paper to 
make it more enticing and burn the sheet as 
soon as it is fairly filled. A sheet of this 
sticky fly paper placed in a nest of fleas or in 
a place where they seem to gather will catch a 
number of them. Place a piece of raw meat 
in the middle of the fly paper and the fleas 
will be attracted by it.
